They will 
all be benefited, however, if the 
m u sc le s a re u sed . 
E x e r c is e 
strengthens the heart, improves 
the wand and digestion, and helps 
any tendency to stasis or constipa­ 
tion. 


Effects of Training 
Muscular training unquestion­ 
ably improves efficiency. Training 
does this: 
The muscles gain in strength 
and size and endurance. 
Coordina tion is improved. 
Needless movements are elimi­ 
nated. 
The heart gains in strength 
and size, and the heart beat be­ 
comes slower. 
The blood pressure is, on the 
average, 
lower 
in 
the 
well- 
trained man. 
"Training,” writes Bainbridge. 
"leads to increase of power and 
eeonomy of effort and the well- 
trained man is better equipped 
at almost every point to perform 
work than the untrained man. Nor 
are the advantages conferred by 
training purely physical, since the 
sense of strength and well-being 
which it usually engenders, colors 
and reacts upon the individual’s 
outlook and action as a whole.” 
There is no real danger that we 
will not get enough exercise, at 
least in the way of walking this 
year, if we conform to the rules. 
The gasoline restriction and rub­ 
ber shortage may save many a citi­ 
zen's life and preserve his effi­ 
ciency another decade. 


For at least 20 years I have been 
an automobile rider. I even ride 
to mv golf club in order to take a 
walk, absurd as that is. I have al­ 
most lost the power of my legs. 
This year I plan to take advan­ 
tage of the opportunity the fates 
have offered me. I can’t do much 
for my country, but at h ast I can 
walk to my office and back home at 
night. This necessary and com­ 
pulsory form of exercise daily will 
certainly be resented, but will do 
me good. 
For those in the fifties and six­ 
ties, male and female, bowling is 
universally recommwided by the 
authorities. It is a mild exercise, 
but uses a good many muscles, 
both arms and legs and back, and 
teaches coordination and control. 
It is a good sign that bowling has 
increased in popularity so in the 
last few years. 
Besides, it has 
good competitive and social fea­ 
tures. 
Calisthenics and setting-up ex­ 
ercises I do not recommend for 
the very good reason that they are 
dull, that nobody keeps them up. 
In the morning is a poor time for 
calisthenics because your vitality 
is low, and before bedtime they 
wake you up. 
You may be able before long to 
prove the old adage that the out­ 
side of a horse is good for the in­ 
side of a man. 
Finally, never exercise beyond 
the point of exhaustion.
